NATION'S READY 


GASH REACHES 


HIGHEST TOTAL 


W ashington, Oct. 28 <APi.—T he 
n atio n 's supply of ready cash stood 
at a new high figure today, w hile n a ­ 
tional incom e had climbed for the 
fourth consecutive m onth. 
T he com m erce d ep a rtm en t’s index 
of incom e paym ents to individuals 
rose from 82.5 per cent of th e 1929 
level in A ugust to 83.3 per cent in 
Septem ber. 
The Septem ber index 
was 2.9 points above the low point 
for the year, but was 8 per cen t b e­ 
low th e 1937 peak 
Federal reserve experts estim ated 
th a t bank deposits and currency in 
circulation had reached th e u nprece­ 
dented total of $57,700,000,000, in ­ 
cluding a near-record supply of idle 
funds th a t m ight be loaned to stim ­ 
ulate business. 
About $6,700,000,000 of th e total 
was in currency and th e rest in d e­ 
posits. 
T he lendable portion of d e­ 
posits wras estim ated a t $3,280,000,000, 
com pared 
w ith 
norm al 
needs of 
$500,000,000. 
D eposits and currency have ex­ 
panded by $1,000,000,000 since June 
30. largely due to th e influx of fo r­ 
eign m oney seeking a haven from 
E uropean war threats. T he previous 
peak was in Decem ber, 1936.

effort is m ade to increase feed in ­ 
take.

I m oistened a t noon, gets th e birds to 
| eat more. 
A feeding of pellets at 
: noon may also increase feed intake. 
I M any poultrym en are using a flesh­ 
ing m ash m ade from equal parts, by 
weight, of cornm eal, ground o ats and 
j condensed milk. T his is fed a t noon 
each day a t the ra te of about 3 
pounds to IOO birds 
Use of lights in th e laying house 
to m ake th e day longer also helps 
to increase feed intake. H artm a n ex ­ 
plains. These may be* used m orning 
or evening or both. 
W ith m orning 
lights during extrem ely cold w eather, 
non-freezing fountains will give the 
birds drinking w ater w hen they come 
down from the perches. W hen lights 
are used in th e evening, a dim m ing 
system is needed to m ake th e birds 
go to roost.

Discussing the American demand 
for a continued open door policy, 
Asaki said a new situation existed 
in the Far east because of Japanese 
advances in China.

open door and equal opportunity in

The paper predicted the govern­ 
ment would attempt to “induce the 
United States government correctly 
to recognize the new far eastern 
situation and acquire a thorough 
understanding of Japan’s real in­ 
tentions."
